— An Associated Press correspondent 
reports frem Frankfurt that, with the arrest of certain nasi underground agents, 
the American Military Government, had discovered one of the most important agents 
of the underground, a former Captain in the SS, Bergen Rottke, who had been 
enjoyed by the American Headquarters in Frankfurt in the special services de- 
paz^ent. 

According to reports, Rottke had started to work for the Army Head- 
quarters before his personal history was known, because he knew the inglish 
language very well, having received his education in the United states. 

His work consisted of organizing entertainment for the higher ranking 
officers of the American Army. Rottke often arranged the programs for dances 
held in the officers club in FTankfiirt, a club for only Generals and Colonels 
of the American Army. 

In this way Rottke had access to the high ranking office's of the 
American Army and their families, with whom he established close relations. 

Ten other underground agents were arrested at the same time as Rottke.

Well informed circles say that Mrs. Dorhardt, one of the Germans to 
be repatriated on the "uarine Jumper" on 20 February and who did not report to 
the ship and was therefore listed as missing, has informed the authorities as 
to her whereabouts, without, however, mentioning the reasons why neither* she 
nor her children reported to the ship.

Official sources are of the opinion that the authorities ’.vlU take two 
measures against these people. They will confiscate all their ])roperty and force 
the «t>3arantors to find these Germans and bring them to the authorities.
